REPORT of the SELECTMEN 


At the 1970 Town Meeting held March 10th, the 
people voted by ballot 127-75 in favor of appropri- 
ating $130,000 for the purpose of financing and 
constructing a municipal sewerage system at Croft 
Beach, and extending and winterizing the present 
system at Blodgetts. However, this failed to achieve 
the necessary two-thirds majority by eight votes. 


A Special Town Meeting was held May 23, 1970, 
at which time the voters did pass by a substantial 
two-thirds majority the appropriation of $130,000. 
for the purpose of financing and constructing a mu- 
nicipal sewerage system and Croft Beach, and ex- 
tending and winterizing the present system at Blod- 
getts. 


This we consider a big step forward in cleaning 
up Lake Sunapee and general improvement of our 
Town. At the present writing, the work is progress- 
ing very satisfactorily with the winterizing virtually 
completed. 


An article in the warrant calling for the appoint- 
ment of a Commission on Conservation was passed. 
This Commission has been appointed with Richard 
Wright as chairman.

Also, an Historical Committee has been appoint- 
ed with F. Arthur Larson as chairman. Both com- 
mittees have been meeting and are enjoying great 
interest. 


On August 8th, another Courtesy Town Meeting 
was held. It is felt that these meetings held during 
the summer have real value for the Town. They 
give an opportunity for the non-residents who are 
taxpayers to voice their opinions and to ask ques- 
tions. 


A petition was received by the Selectmen from a 
group of interested citizens calling attention to a 
group of dead trees on the edge of the Lakeside 
Cemetery and requesting appropriate action. How- 
ever, before the petition was received, the Selectmen 
had contacted the Public Service Company who 
agreed to have the trees removed. Work on the 
Chandler Cemetery at Mt. Sunapee continues to 
progress very satisfactorily. 


This year of 1970 was definitely another year of 
superb citizen participation in the affairs of our 
Town. This was a year of real progress for our Com- 
munity.

15. To see if the Town will vote to change 
Article 3A of the Building Regulations to read 
in the second sentence: “Normal repairs and 
restoration, interior or exterior, which do not 
alter the principle use of the building will not 
require a building permit.” 


16. To see if the Town will authorize the Plan- 
ning Board to propose and adopt land subdivi- 
sion regulations. 


17. To see what action the Town desires to 
take in raising and appropriating the additional 
sum of $300., thereby increasing the annual 
contribution from $700. to $1,000. to the Lake 
Sunapee Board of Trade. 

18. To see what action the Town desires to 


take in regard to a retirement and health bene- 
fit plan for full-time town employees and raise 
and appropriate money for same. 


19. To see if the Town will vote to pass an 
Ordinance in regards to parking on Public 
Highways during the hours from 5:00 P.M. to 
7:00 A.M. This Ordinance to take effect on the 
date of its passing.

HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


1970 was a busy year for the Health Depart- 
ment. More cottages and homes were constructed 


than last year, and with the exception of one, all 
others required approvals for construction of sew- 
age disposal systems by the N.H. Water Supply and 
Pollution Control Commission and approved for 
operation by the health officer as their agent. 


Users of water from Lake Sunapee for domes- 
tic purposes, will be happy to know that work is 
progressing satisfactorily on the extension of sewage 
disposal facilities from Blodgett’s Landing through 
the Croft Beach area and will be ready for use early 
in the Spring of 1971. The entire system will then 
be winterized and open for year round use. This 
should eliminate the majority of pollution problems 
which have plagued this area for so many years. 


Inspections of shore properties this year show 
definite improvements over 1969 and indicate that 
more people than ever are becoming pollution con- 
scious. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank 
all shore-property owners for their cooperation 
when inspections were made while I was health of- 
ficer and that Ernest L. Sherman, who has been ap- 
pointed to replace me, will receive the same co- 
operation.

We appreciate greatly the assistance of all res- 
idents and non-residents in helping to suppress the 
danger of forest fires by acquiring permits for out- 
door fires and incinerators.

REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


The 1970 forest fire season was a quiet one in 
this area, quiet in part because of your continued 
cooperation and favorable weather conditions. 


Fires that did occur were, for the most part, 
caused by debris burning, children and smokers. 


The elimination of these three causes of forest 
fires would drastically change this picture — to 
bring about this change we make the following 
suggestions: 

1. When the ground is not covered with snow, a 
permit to burn must be obtained from the Forest 
Fire Warden. This permit covers waste burning, 
even if in an incinerator, grass burning, as well as 
garden trash and brush burning. Such burning is re- 
stricted by regulation prior to 9:00 A.M. and after 
5:00 P.M. with the following exceptions: 

Commercial or industrial burning is permis- 
sible at any time under normal conditions but only 
with the approval of the District Chief and a written 
permit from the Forest Fire Warden. 

2. Fires caused by children can be prevented 
only with the complete cooperation of parents in the 
supervision of their children. Keep matches out of 
reach of children, this action will help to prevent 
fires and may save a life, the life of your child. Try 
to explain this to your child, won’t you? 

3. Forest fires caused by smokers can be re- 
duced in number by the exercise of more care in 
the discarding of matches and smoking material 
whether from a vehicle or by a hiker. In all cases, 
make sure that the butt or match you discard is out, 
dead out. Smokey says, “Thanks for your help”, 
and invites you to join with him in setting a good 
example for others in the prevention of fires and the 
protection of our environment.

The number of persons killed or injured in 
fires, and the property damage caused by fires, 
continued to rise in 1970. Increasing population and 
the additional property that goes with it, is placing 
an ever increasing burden on all fire departments. 

We in Newbury are faced with several prob- 
lems. First of all, we are growing very rapidly. Sec- 
ondly, we are not an industrial area, but rather 
a resort area, which means that most of our able- 
bodied men are employed out of town. This causes 
a severe manpower shortage during working hours 
Monday through Friday. Another problem facing 
our department is inadequate housing. We cannot 
expect to meet rising needs without adequate space. 

Some of our major accomplishments during 
1970 were the installation of a dry hydrant at Mt. 
Sunapee, now in operation, a state-owned Forestry 
truck which should be ready for the spring fire sea- 
son, also purchase of a boat which we hope to con- 
vert into a fire boat for the protection of Great Is- 
land and all lakeshore property. 

The principal aim and objective of the depart- 
ment is to give the people of this town the best fire 
protection possible. We can only accomplish this 
with your interest and help. My personal thanks to 
the men in the department and to everyone for 
their cooperation.

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REPORT OF HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


Many of the items in this report would be the 
same as previous years, so I will just say that normal 
operations such as plowing, sanding, graveling, 
grading, sweeping, brush cutting, sand stockpiling, 
asphalt mixing, etc. were carried out. 

In addition to this, the following projects were 
done: 

Prepared 1969 Town Road Aid construction 
on Chalk Pond Road for top finish and helped mix 
and roll same. 

Cleared, drained and graded six-tenths mile of 
new construction under Town Road Aid at Chalk 
Pond Road which will receive top finish in 1971. 

Permanent Improvements during the year in- 
clude some widening and boulder removal on Bay 
Point Road, stump and rock clearing on Stony 
Brook Road, widening of dangerous spot on Dump 
Road, widening, large culvert renewal and gravel on 
Rollins Road and culvert renewal and repaving at 
several locations in town. 

We worked our equipment on a rental basis 
several days for the Town of Bradford on Town 
Road Aid work there. 

The additon at the Chandler Cemetery at Mt. 
Sunapee was handled by the Highway Department 
and is nearly complete except for loam, seeding and 
fence work. 

Some repair work was done to the roof at the 
Town Garage by the crew to prevent ice and water 
problems in winter. 

We also did the dozing and fill work at the 
dump as in the past. 

I would like to report that the sand spreader 
voted at the 1970 Town Meeting has proven very 
satisfactory both on ice and asphalt-sealing work. 
It is capable of spreading sand, salt or calcium 
chloride. It is a great time and labor saver and does 
a much better job than anything we have had in the 
past. 

In closing, I would like to say that the High- 
way Department appreciates the way the voters 
have cooperated over the years in providing funds 
to buy top quality equipment and to maintain our 
roads properly.

NEWBURY CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
REPORT 


During the past year the Newbury Conserva- 
tion Commission has been involved in a preliminary 
survey of the town’s present and future needs in re- 
lation to conservation. Areas of study have included 
soil and land use, topography, scenic and natural 
areas for preservation, and environmental quality. 
The Commission has been meeting with various 
experts to obtain information and guidance in these 
areas. Among them, Mr. Allen Mayville, District 
Conservationist, and Floyd Barker, Environmental 
Specialist from the U.S. Department of Agriculture, 
presented a program on the “Environmental Crisis 
of Today” at a public meeting during the year. 


Future plans of the Commission call for the 
distribution of an informational newsletter, a com- 
plete study of the water resources of the area, the 
recreational potential of the town, as well as the 
promotion of conservation practices best suited to 
the area. 


The Commission welcomes any suggestions or 
ideas pertinent to sensible conservation practices in 
the area.

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HEARING — CROFT BEACH SEWERAGE SYSTEM 


8:00 P.M., February 14, 1970 


Speakers for Town of Newbury — Fletcher 
(engineer), Sherman and Rich (selectmen), Rogers 
(presentation). 

Attendance about 20. 

Mr. Sherma npointed out the very high morale 
of the voters of the town and their interest in keep- 
ing facilities the best possible to insure public health 
and safety. 

Mr. Rogers made a complete presentation cov- 
ering projected costs for construction and operation 
of the extended service to be furnished by the pro- 
posed extension and addition to the present sewer- 
age system now in operation at Blodgett’s Landing: 

Cost — $130,000.00 

Outlets — 100 approximately 

Construction— Winterized Imhoff cover and 
néw sewer lines. — 

Additions — New generator for stand-by pow- 
er source. 

Future Growth — Sized for future normal 
growth in area to be served. 

Mr. MacDonald requested the Selectmen to 
mail each voter of the town a resume of the pro- 
posed sewer construction to include costs and par- 
ticulars for their study prior to Town Meeting. Also, 
asked what was to be done with surface water now 
being emptied into Lake Sunapee in the Blodgett 
area. (Advised that this water collecting into the 
sewer system will be handled by the sewer syystem.) 

Mr. Roland Kinsman asked the present and 
proposed connection charges for use of the sewer 
system. (Advised $18.00 per outlet connection for 
each house fixture on the present system. New sys- 
tem fixture charge $45.00 each for first three years 
and then $33.00 each—estimated.) 

Mr. Emerson pointed out that present Statutes 
of the State of New Hampshire protect and cover 
any new construction for sewerage systems and pro- 
tect against water pollution. Also, that failure to 
provide sewerage facilities for the Croft Beach area 
will mean loss of some existing cottages whose septic 
tanks become flooded during high water levels of 
Sunapee. 

Meeting adjourned about 9:30 P.M.

Mr. Eaton made the motion to accept the Arti- 
cle as read. Seconded by Mr. Smith and so voted. 


Article 6 — Equipment Fund. 


Mr. Rogers made the motion to accept the Arti- 
cle as read. Seconded by Mr. Folsom and so voted. 


Article 7 — Appointment of Commission on Con- 
servation. 

Richard Wright stated that he was the one re- 
sponsible for this Article and explained reason for 
it. He felt it necessary for the sake of protection to 
recommend same and would answer any questions 
he could. 

Mr. Rich said that the State had made a re- 
quest and that it was a nationwide program. 

Mr. Parsons made the motion to accept this Ar- 
ticle, and that it seemed good to have an Article to 
vote upon without an appropriation. Seconded and 
so voted. 


Article 8—A ppropriating sum for hopper-type body 
for sanding. 


Mr. Folsom explained his reasons for this Ar- 
ticle and that the present one was obsolete. He also 
explained the type of sander they requested and 
asked. motion be accepted. Seconded by Clark Davis 
and so voted. 


Article 9 — Accepting Trust Funds. 


Mr. Rich explained that the Scott Winfield 
amount of $200.00 had come in after printing of 
Warrant. 

Motion to accept Article by Walter Croteau. 
Seconded by Mr. Ayer and so voted. 


Article 10 — Building and Zoning Regulations. 


Mr. Rich explained. This was continued by 
ballot. 


Article 11 — Full-Time Police. 

Chief Jones stated he was one of the members of 
this Committee so would bring everyone up to date 
on it. Back in 1968 Town Meeting, a committee of 
three persons was set up to recommend costs of a 
full-time police chief for the Town of Newbury. On 
this committee was Clarence Perry, Alton B. Chaffee 
and Chief Jones. This committee would submit a 
report to the 1969 Town Meeting—which it did. 
This was read by Mr. Perry. 

I believe on page 32 of your Town Report you 
have the full report. We covered several towns, full- 
time and part-time police departments. Charlestown 
was one, New London was another, and Hillsboro 
was another and Sunapee was another. We worked 
pretty hard on this to come up with a budget that 
we figured would work in the Town of Newbury. We 
recommended a budget of $12-$15,000.00 for the 
first year. This would be cut down the second year. 
This would take in a cruiser and one full-time and 
special officers. In May of last year, we were con- 
tacted by the State — the Federal Government give 
us matching funds on a package deal. Matching 
funds would be 40% over and above what we had 
already raised the year before. Whatever we raise 
would be over $5,000.00. The Selectmen and my- 
self and the Committee had several meetings with 
this Highway Safety State Committee and they came 
up with a little higher recommendation for the year 
than we did. Full time chief $7,800. Special Officers 
$1,200. Training $500. The government set this 
high. The government will pay at least 40%. He 
didn’t want the Town to go over any one of these 
that the State had recommended. Travel and sub- 
sistance $500. Total personal srevice $10,900. 
Cruiser operation $700. Telephone $100. Supplies 
$400. Uniforms $300. Usually $300 is low, it costs 
around $350 minimum to outfit a police officer, 
most of this being done by the officers themselves. 
Town owns very few uniforms. Direct cost, this is 
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cruiser, radio, lights and miscellaneous. We talked 
this over with the Selectmen, the Committee recom- 
mended a station wagon, the purpose of First Aid 
and Rescue equipment. The direct cost would be 
$4,300 for the first year. The second year you 
wouldn’t have this cost. The total budget was $16,- 
700.00; less $5,000 that you appropriated the year 
before, would leave $11,700.00. 80% of that is 
$9,360; federal reimbursement is 50% and that 
would $4,680. The Town share would be $4,680. 
That would be the total budget for the first year. 
Moderator asked if Federal and State funds would 
be available each year for the operation under such 
plan. There is no guarantee that they will extend it, 
but it was almost a sure thing that he would extend 
it for one more year. They feel that if the town is do- 
ing a good enough job to go ahead for another year, 
they can go as high as three years. This money has 
been approved and the money is available. Moder- 
ator stated $4,680. Right, this runs for a period of 
a year and one-half. Moderator—until end of 1971. 
It starts July of the year. Moderator asked if any- 
thing more was to be said on this Article. 


Roy Parsons — If I understand Arthur, then 
the appropriation instead of being $15,000 is to be 
$10,000 some dollars? 


Arthur Jones — $$1,700. 


Mr. Parsons — I wanted to be sure that was 
clear. 


Moderator — Would that be required for the 
year 1970 Arthur, because that would cover 1971 
Operation wouldn’t it, as far as we are concerned. 

Mr. Jones — Yes, as far the government, it 
starts July, this year. 


Moderator — So if there is to be any appropri- 
ation, it has to be made this calendar year. 


Mr. Jones — This was set up so that we would 
have the money to start Operation January 1, 1971. 


Moderator — So it could draw interest in the 
meantime—until it was needed. Anything further on 
this Article? 

Mr. Digilio — I would like to ask Arthur a 
question. Do you think we need a full-time Police 
Department in this town? 


Mr. Jones — Yes, I do. It is getting so that a 
man cannot work night and day. We are getting a 
series of breaks. In one week, we had 10 cottages 
broken into, this is being done around 3 or 4 o’clock 
in the morning. We have cleaned up three different 
gangs that have been working in Newbury this year, 
but there is that is a tough one to get, and they work 
just about daylight and you cannot get up night and 
day working on a job, you just can’t do it. 


Moderator — Anything further to be said on 
this Article? 


Marie Lubinger — Even one person couldn’t 
take care of that property on the lake. It would be 
constant patrolling. They come across the lake, they 
come down the roads that are plowed, we can’t pos- 
sibly take care of it. I don’t think the town is large 
enough to warrant a Chief of Police. 


Mr. Digilio — I would like to add one more 
thing. If we have a full-time chief, I would like the 
townspeople to elect their first chief. When he re- 
tires, the Selectmen appoint.. 

Mr. Jones — Are you thinking of adopting the 
motion here recommended by the Committee? 


Mr. Digilio — I would like to do that. 

Mr. Jones — So you want this amended? You 
want this to read that the first chief be voted in. 

Mr. Digilio — Right. 

Mr. Jones — At this meeting — it would have 
to be. 

Mr. Digilio — Yes, this meeting. 

Walter Croteau — Joe, what was the purpose 
of that? What would be the purpose of having the 
first one elected and subsequently appointed by the 
Selectmen. I think we should have them all elected. 

Mr. Digilio — My personal feeling is that if 
the people in the town want him, he should be our 
first chief. 

Moderator — Are you offering this as an 
amendment to this motion or to this Article? 

Mr. Digilio — I do. 

Mr. Croteau asked to have Article read. 

Moderator read Article. 


Mr. Sherman — It seems to me that we have 
two things here. The one is the principle of the idea 
of a full-time police. I see no names of anything in- 
volved. If we have a question of who—I think we 
would be better off in having two separate motions 
to go through on the Article 11. Then we have a 
new motion on the election and this is on the who 
business rather than the principle of the thing, and 
it would be better not to mix the two up together. 


Mr. Sherman — I would be opposed to the 
amendment that has been suggested. 


Moderator — Let us proceed on that basis. 
Anything further to be said on Article 11, on full- 
time police and raise and appropriate if accepted. 
Now the exact number of dollars that is required, 
Arthur, is how much? 


Mr. Jones — $11,700. In addition to the 
$5,000 in the budget. 


Mr. Jones — Mr. Moderator, I think we have 
a motion on the floor. Do you have a motion? 


_ Moderator — No it was a recommendation for 
an amendment. Offer of amendment. We will pro- 
ceed on Article 11, and then on method of election 
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or appointment of chief for the first chief. $11,700 
in addition to the $5,000 that is now in the budget. 

Mr. Parsons — Moderator, I think you are 
confused or I am, I think the figure reads $6,700 
less the $5,000 in 1969 budget giving a total of 
$11,700. Then you go down to less 80% and so 
forth, then if you add up the tottal project it would 
be $9,360. 

Moderator stated he had no figures before him 
sO was trying to get this information accurately. 

Mr. Parsons — I believe what we would vote 
on would be $11,700. 

Moderator — To include the $5,000 which is 
in the budget. 

Mr. Rich — You have $5,000 which is in the 
budget. The moderator just announced it — what 
you are voting on is $11,700 plus the $5,000 in the 
budget makes a total of $16,700. He read it off to 
you, but you didn’t hear it. 

Discussion — To see if the meeting will accept 
the use of a full-time police department and raise 
and appropriate the sum of $11,700 in addition to 
the $5,00 already in the budget for the operation of 
the department through the year of 1971. 

Mr. Parsons — It might be well to put in— 
with the anticipation of a refund of approximately 
$4,680 from Federal government. 

Moderator — All right, we can add that—to 
read—“subject to a refund estimated $4,680 from 
Federal funds.” Is that perfectly clear? All in favor 
say Aye—No (1) so voted. 

On full-time Police Chief— 

Motion by Moderator — Is it the feeling of 
those present here, that the present Chief of Police 
become a full-time Chief when this plan becomes 
effective. All in favor say Aye—none opposed and 
so voted. Is that satisfacory, Mr. Digilio? 


Article 12 — 

This continued by ballot. 

Mr. Rich spoke on the article after the reading 
of same by moderator. Also read was copy of letter 
sent out to voters. 


Article 13 — Restraining of Dogs. 

Maude Carlson explained her reason for hav- 
ing this Article put in. Chief Jones submitted ordi- 
nance to be adopted. 

Proposed Dog Ordinance—To see if the Town 
of Newbury will vote to require that any dog or 
dogs owned or kept in the Town of Newbury shall 
at all times, when within the limits of said Town, 
and not upon or within the premises or property of 
its owners or keepers, be restrained from running 
at large. 

Any owner or keeper of a dog found in viola- 
tion of this by-law shall for each violation thereof 
forfeit $10.00 to the Town of Newbury, and said 


penalty may be recovered on complaint before New 
London District Court. 


Mr. MacDonald made motion to accept Arti- 
cle. Seconded and so voted.

A—Selectman Arthur Larson said that he had 
spoken to the owner about this, but the owner had 
been sick, and he would speak to him again. Rich- 
ard Fairbanks stated that he thought the Zoning 
Ordinance would cover that. 


Q—Is it safe to take your drinking water out 
of Sunapee? 

A—tThe state maintains that no surface water 
is safe. I personally believe that if you run a pipe 
deep enough into Sunapee, it should be OK to 
drink. As of June 1, 1971, chlorination will no long- 
er be acceptable as a purifier.
